ADVERSE DECISION AT NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orleans, La., May 17. — Fourteen officers 
of the Business Men’s Racing Association were 
found guilty of violating the Locke law in the 
Criminal District Court today. 

Among those found guilty were Judge Joseph A. 
Murphy, widely known racing official; I. R. Benny - 
son, general manager of the Fair Grounds track 
here, and Dr. George A. MacDiarmid, president of 
the local racing association. Conviction carries a 
minimum jail sentence of six months and a mini- 
mum fine of $1(X). Conviction means both fine 
and imprisonment. An appeal to the Supreme 
Court will be immediately taken.

Meetings at Bowie, Havre de Grace and Pimlico 
Surpass All Previous Records. 



Baltimore, Md., May 17. — With the closing of the 
meeting of the Maryland Jockey (Mub at Pimlico 
Thursday, the most successful spring season of rac- 
ing on tlie mile tracks of this state liecaine a mat- 
ter of Iiistory. Maryland racing has been growing 
in iinimrtance with each passing year and the sea- 
son just closed has l>een more notable in all ini- 
I>ortant respects than any that have passed iK'fore. 
At all thn'c Marjlainl tracks that cmiduet spring 
meetings — Bowie, Havre de Grave and Pimlico — 
new attemlance records have lM‘«*n created this 
spring, womlerful entiiiisiasm over the sj)ort has 
lieen shown, the voliiine of siieeiilatioii in the pari- 
mutuels has exceeded all previous figures and tlie 
quality of the raeiiig itself has lM‘cn in keeping 
with the general iinproveinent. 

The stables that h.ive been taking part in the rac- 
ing here will not s<*atter. The major portion of the 
larger establishments will move on to the New 
York tracks, where the outlmik for a brilliant sea- 
son is more promising than at any time since the 
resumption of tlie sport on the metnqnditan tracks 
in ('anada will lie the destination of some 

of tiie important staldes, loo, A consideralile num- 
ber of the smellier establishments will remain to 
take part in tlie minor meetings which will be 
going on at tlie half mile tracks herealKuits until 
June 4. after which there will l>e no racing of any 
description in this state until September, when 
the usual fall circuit will !k* opened at Havre de 
Grace and continued at Laurel, IMinlico and P.owie, 
under mneli tlie same distribution of dates as in 
former years. 

More Mutuel Machines for Laurel. 

Naturall.v, everylwd.v concerned, is higlil.v elated 
over the banner conditions that Iiave N‘en pre- 
vailing all spring and. as the patronage in tlie 
fall is invariably greater than in the spring, it 
liMiks as if the various track managers may have 
some jiroblems to solve in the way of providing 
additional aeeomnnHla lions for patrons of the sport. 
It is understood tliat Manager M. .1. Winn of the 
Laurel track, alive to the situation, lias already 
deluded to install ten additional pari-mutuel m;i- 
eliines at that track and to increase tho pacing 
off facilities of the plant proport ionatel.v. 

Of the horses that have l»et*n seen in action on tlie 
Maryland circuit this spring, the palm should un- 
questionably Im‘ awarded to Pennant, from the Harry 
I’ayne Wliitney stable. Pennant has scored a series 
of vh-tories in Mar.vland this spring th;it indicate 
he still retains much of the racing ability of bis 
younger da.vs. He is a horse that li.-is always lM*eii 
raced sparingly, quite as mneh on account of his 
infinnities as for any other reason and. if lie con- 
tinues to stand training, his mcing career may ex- 
tend over a longer period than higli-cl.ass horses 
are usually asked to race. Trainer Albert Kinions, 
who has been training the division of the Wliitney 
stable that lias lM‘en nicing liere, reports that tlie 
horse e;ime out of his last gruelling race, in which 
he suci'css fully made a big concession of widglit to 
tlie liigh-class Grimner, is good condition, so it is 
to Im‘ presumed that the horse will shortl.v be seen 
in action again, in some important event on tlie 
New York tracks. Indeed, in view of the disap- 
pointing performances of the Whitney three-year- 
<dds so far sliown tliis spring, it is not improbable 
that IV nnant will be calleil upon to do tin* heavy 
work for the AVliitney stable in the l>ig stakes to 1 h‘ 
decided on the imdroiNditan circuit. Of conrsi*. 
James Rowe, who has Immui training tlu; Wliitmy 
stalile to siu'li advantage in recent years, ma.v liave 
something in r«‘s<*rve, as he frequently lias, but it 
seems probable that with such imiHirtant events to 
Ik* won as the Kentucky D<‘rby and tlie I*reakness 
Stakes, Rowe has b(*en showing his lK*st tliree-year- 
olds. 

Jockey Robinson Not Feeling Well, 

.Tm-ke.v P'rank Robinson, who is under contr.ict to 
tlie Whitney stable, has lK*en riding infrequently 
of late lM*caiise he lias not been feeling <juit<* right.

Bonnie Laddie now races in tin; colors of the P'olly 
P’arins, wliicIi is the nom de course adoptiMl by 
IMward 15. McLean of Washington, a newcomer 
on the turf. 

Jlortimer Mahon^.v is managing the pari-miituel 
depart nieiit at the Gentlemen’s Driving Park, where 
the first of the five-days’ meeting on half mile 
tr.ieks liereaboiits is now in pmgress. 

The rc|M»rt i*omes from Toronto that tlie date for 
the oiM'iiiiig of tlie first meeting of the season at 
DnfTerin Park lias Immui set for May 30. I'sually 
the Toronto half mile track meetings do not begin 
until midsummer.

NO SUSPENSION OF ENGLISH RAGING. 



British Government Reconsiders Decision to Stop 
Sport and Allows It to Continne at Newmarket. 



London, 3Iay 15. — The government lias recon- 
sidered its decision regarding the future of flat 
racing and decided to make substantial concessions 
and allow the siwrt to continue at Newmarket. 

The successful appeal made by large numbers of 

owners, trainers and breeders has brought great 
satisfaction to all followers of racing throughout 

the country. ^ 

The substitute for tlie famous Epsom Derby, the 
biggest classic of the English season, will Ik? run 
on May 30. and that for the New Oaks on June 1, 
iKitli to !m* decided at tiie first extra meeting at 
Newmarket. 

In eomnienting on the English government’s deci- 
sion to iiermit raiiiig to continue at Newmarket, 

Francis Nelson writes as follows: 

“The prosiK*<*t of irrep.arable injury to the blood- 
stock breeding industry from tlie teinixirary sus- 
pension of racing, a course which lias not b«'en con- 
sidered necessary in any otlier part of tlie British 
empire, no douht had great influence in bringing 
alMint tlie n*considoration of the apparently hasty 
action of tlie government in this direction. Witliin 
the last year and a half American buyers alone 
have siM-iit a million and a half dollars in the pur- 
chase of lil<Kidsto<-k in Euroix*. Gonditions which 
have, and can have, no parallel on this side of the 
Atlantic, exist in the mother country, but Ii3'stcria 
on this subject was not of long duration. 

All tlie rhetoric so frwly iMiured out by superficial 
and uninformed, advisers on this matter is evidently 
not of tlie slight<*st avail against tin* admitted fact 
tliat the alMilition. or even, tho susm*nsion, of racing 
means notliing more nor less tlian tlie disappearance 
of the thoroughbn*d horse from ‘the stud farm of 
tlie world,’ tlie British Isles, .\gainst such a na- 
tional calamity the government is now providing 
b.v the ri'sciiuling of its n‘ceiit request to the 
.lockoj’ Glnb for a snsiK*nsion of the meetings ar- 
ranged for the flat racing season, all of them at 
turf heaiiqiiarters, Newmarket. 

“Notliing is said in tin* cables alxnit conditions 
in Inland, but there is little doubt that the Irish 
breeders, a largo and imiMirtant element, will n*- 
coive similar consideration, and have racing restored 
in their own territor.v, thus iMdiig n*lieved from the 
iieeessit.v of semliiig their liorses to Newmarket. 

“It would have been a curious anomaly and justi- 



fied only under the gravest possible circumstances, 
were racing abandoned in Britain, while continuing 
as it does, in every other part of the civilized 
world. Everj’where, too, in spite of what credulous 
people are invited to believe, legalized speculation 
attends it. Whether one approves of it or not, the 
fact cannot be got over by denying or ignoring it, 
that there is no country in the entire world in 
which betting on race courses is not legalized and 
recognized.”
